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481—103.7(10A,99B) Workers.

103.7(1) Each organization must have a responsible party listed on the application. The responsible
party must be an active member of the organization and should be familiar with the requirements of the
Iowa law and be aware of the bingo activities of the organization.

103.7(2) Volunteers must be actively participating members of the licensed organization or must
participate in an organization to which money will be dedicated.

103.7(3) Rescinded IAB 7/24/02, effective 7/5/02.

103.7(4) Persons conducting bingo and paid workers shall not play during an occasion in which they
work. A person conducting bingo includes: persons overseeing the bingo games, persons controlling and
accounting for the occasion’s net receipts, persons directing the work of bingo workers, and any persons
having management or oversight responsibilities.

103.7(5) The following people shall not work during a bingo occasion:
a. The lessor of the building; or

b.  Anyone who sells bingo equipment or supplies to that licensee.
This rule is intended to implement lowa Code section 99B.7(1) “b. ”
